1 5. (Original) The mobile ice fishing shelter assembly of claim 1 

2 wherein said shelter assembly includes a frame assembly and a cover 

3 member coupled to said frame assembly. 
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1 6. (Original) The mobile ice fishing shelter assembly of claim 5 

2 wherein said frame assembly includes a static connection member and at 

3 least one movable frame member coupled to said connection member. 

1 7. (Currently Amended) The mobile ice fishing shelter assembly e£ 

2 claim 1 comprising: 

3 a vehicle having a seat portion and a drive assembly; 

4 a shelter assembly coupled to said vehicle, said shelter assembly being 

5 adjustable between a retracted position and a deployed position; 

6 said seat portion including at least one seat member; 

7 wherein said seat portion includes a central portion supporting said 

8 seat member and a platform extending outwardly from said central portion 

9 for supporting the user's feet.

* 2 wherein said platform is a first side platform, said seat portion further 

3 including a second side platform, each of said first and second side

2 further comprising: 

3 a bucket; and 

4 wherein a width of said platform is sufficient to support said bucket 

5 on said platform.

3 a rack positioned on a front of said vehicle, said rack being adapted 

4 for carrying equipment, said rack being positioned on said front of said

3 said frame assembly including two static base members coupled to said

3 mounted on said platform and positioned in a spaced and substantially 

4 parallel relationship to said central portion of said seat portion..

2 wherein said seat portion includes a substantially vertical rear wall 

3 extending substantially perpendicular to a length direction of said central
